Food,.  Poisoning . An  outbreak  involving  1+  members  of  a family  of  5 occurred 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 


Initially  3 members  were  notified  as  Dysentery  cases  on 
15th  November,  1 9^5,  the  fourth  developing  symptoms  9 to  10  days  later. 

Laboratory  investigations  isolated  Salmonella  liverpool 
from  the  stools  of  two  of  the  cases. 


No  other  cases  were  discovered  within  the  area  and  it  was  not 
possible  to  discover  the  source  of  the  infection. 

An  elderly  female  member  of  the  family  remained  positive  for 
Salmonella  liverpool  after  the  ces  o/tion  of  symptoms. 

Treatment  failed  to  eradicate  the  infective  organisms  o.nd 
the  case  was  being  kept  under  observation  and  investigation  at  the  end  of  the 
year,

Experience  in  ',/ales  and  elsewhere  continues  to  show  the  value  of 
maintaining  a,  high  level  of  immunisation  in  the  population  against  certain 
diseases.  In  particular  those  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis 
and  tetanus.  Vaccination  against  smallpox  infection  has  also  proved  invaluable. 
It  must  be  emphasised  that  where  these  diseases  have  been  absent  for  many  years, 
the  prevention  of  a possibly  serious  epidemic  depends  on  the  pcrcente.ge  of 
susceptible  persons  in  the  population  who  have  been  immunised  or  vaccinated 
against  these  diseases.

BLOOD  TILAiSFUSION  SERVICE 

Two  cessions  were  held,  for  general  public  blood  donors,  at  the 
Memorial  Hall  during  the  year,  ..  total  of  137  donations  were  received,  A 
unit  of  the  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service  also  visited  the  Carmarthen 
Bay  Power  Station  where  a further  122  donations  were  received. 

Regular  sessions  for  the  general  public  are  held  at  the  neighbouring 
town  of  Llanelly,  Most  people  can  donate  blood  to  the  "Blood  Bank"  and  the 
amount  of  blood  taken  is  quickly  restored  from  the  body’s  reserve  which  is 
replaced  in  a matter  of  days.  With  the  everlasting  and  ever  increasing  need  for 
blood,  I appeal  that,  in  future,  more  people  will  donate  blood  for  this  most
